It 
is said DaGama is on board the British 
warship Sienna: When tho fact be- 
came known that PaGaina had offered 
to capitulate tbe government licet en- 
tered tbe harbor quietly. Aa the ves- 
sels made their way up the bay they 
were saluted by the government batter- 
ies. Tbe iire.itest excitement prevails 
in the city, streets are crowded aud 
everywhere can be heard the cry of 
"viva Peixotto.'" For the last two days 
the streets have been packed with pe'o- 
ple and all available trucks and hand; 
carts have been busy carrying household 
goods out of the city until this noon 
when it, was learned that the struggle 
•was over. This was most joyful news to 
the people, who fully expected a battle. 
There has been much suffering in the 
citv. 
All ImsiiiPFs bouses have been 


closed ami it has been very diilicult to 
get food. Probably 100,000 persons have 
left the city, railroad transportation be- 
ing free. The govern mentis feedingthe 
poor. 


Today at 12 o'clock- precisely the bar 


fortress opened (ire upon Fort Yillegaig- 
non. Jn a short time the government 
force." of Fort Armacao and Fort Grag- 
gata joined the bombardment. The tire 
was not returned by the insurgents. 
Bombardment continued until 3 o'clock, 
when it ceapfid. Castello, San Bcnto, 
Saude, Cut vello and all the city batter- 
ies then opened a furious fire upon Fort 
Yillegaignon and on tbe insurgent works 
at Cobras island and other places.

The tiring of the batteries lasted an 
hour, doing little damage. The insur- 
gents did not reply saving their ammu- 
nition. 


At 4 o'clock tbe government fleet ap- 


peared off the harbor, the torpedo boat 
Aurora leading. The other vessels were 
the iS'ichtheroy, America, Itaipa, Babia, 
Tiranantes, Parayba and two steamers 
and live torpedo boats. 
Immediately 


upon the appearance of tho squadron 
the rebels' hauled down the white en- 
sign from one of their ships and hoisted 
a signal which was answered from 
shore. A launch containing an oflicer 
then went from one insurgent ship to 
the others and each vessel lowered the 
white flag. A few minutes later the 
white ensign came down from^thc fort 
and at a quarter to six the government 
fleet came up tbe bay and was a wel- 
come sii-ht to the ansious people on 
shore.

THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


The Commons Passes the Bill for 


Its Extinction. 


LONDON-, March 13.—The house of 


commons passed Henry Labourchu'a 
amendment to abulish thy house of 
ords by a vote of 147 to 14-5, in spite of 
,be opposition of the government. 


Labouchere moved an amendment 


abolishing the power enjoyed by persons 
lot elected to parliament to prevent 
jills from being submitted to her maj- 
esty aud he expressed the hope that if 
necessary her majesty, with the advice 
of her ministers, would use her power 
;o secure tbe passage ot this much 
needed reform. He suggested that thia 
object could early be achieved by cre.it- 
ngyOOnew peers who would vote for 
Jie extinction of the house of lords. 
Sir William Harcourt said he could not 
understand the process by which 
lUr. Lalmuchere reckoned to achieve 
us object. 
Labouchere said lie had 


a list of 500 stalwarts who were 
aledged to vote for the abolition of tbe 
louseof lords if they were sent there

Iron In rimrmacy. 


The pharmacopoeia has long recom- 


mended iron wire as material for iron 
preparations. Musical wire, being steel 
and therefore purer, is also often ap- 
plied nnd yields sufficiently pnre prep- 
orations. More lately thero have been 
recommended for this pnrposo soft sleel 
drillings, as being cheaper, purer and 
not so difficult to dissolve as wire, which 
by tho various processes of forging, ham- 
mering, rolling and final drawing be- 
comes denser and harder. 


Tho more impnro an iron tho quicker 


it will dissolve, but tho same 4>iece of 
iron or steel will more rapidly dissolve 
the less it has undftrgono tho mechanical 
treatments in question. Thus, if the im- 
mense amount of mechanical labor bo 
considered to which an iron or steel bar 
is subjected in reducing its diameter to 
that of wire, it ia argncd that soft steel 
drillings, shavings or" turnings deserve 
preference. Tn a, word, the turnings and 
drilliuBaof axles and steel boiler plato, 
which can be obtained nt any steel works 
or machine Rhop, fire ranked among tho 
purest brands of iron, in the chemical 
sense- of tho word. According to ex- 
perts, it may bo considered a practical 
rule that any brand of steel capable of 
making pood a*le or boiler plate will 
also yield pnre. preparations on dissolv- 
ing.—New York Tribune,

GETTING RID OF ALKALI. 


A Kern County Farmer Says It 


Can Be Drowned Out. 


From the Keni Counir Ciitlfoniian. 


An experiment lias been tried by C. 


.. .Schiniedtc at Delta fruit farm which 
eems to have solved the very important 
question of how to get rid of alkali when 
t appears in heavy clUoreseeucu on the 
mace. 
. . 
The hind experimented with was irri- 


gated excessively and then plowed deep. 
It waa then Hooded and allowed to dry 
out. In consequence of this treatment 
aurposely n'uen, before very long a thick 
'tllorescinire of alkali covered tlie sur- 
face and the young trees that had been 
planted died out. 


The land was then checked and a 


small stream of ruuniiiK water let intit 
it, which, after covering the bud to a 
depth of twelve inches, was allowed to 
overflow into a side ditch. One piece of 
land was then covered for seven days, a 
second for fourteen days and a third for 
three weeks. After awhile alkali rose 
at'ain on the seven-day and some weeks 
later on the two weeks' covered land, 
but now for nearly six months there ia 
not a spot of alkali to be aeon on the 
land that waa under water for three 
wi-eks. More than that, it is covered 
with a rank growth of al^eria and 
wefids, mid yoil»j! trees that have hecn 
set out are as healthy ua can anywhere 
lie found. H would si-cm, then, that a 
three weeks' soaking with runnin«wat«r 
has been euilicient to thoroughly re- 
claim what was before a bad spot of 
alkali land.

At the opening; of thti trial on Monday 


the prosecution asked that the defeud- 
iint l»o remanded to the custody of the 
sheriff. Judge Sluiw stated that he 
would not make tli'j order nt that stage 
of the nrOfCtiiluigti, and he remained ou 
the surety of his hull bond until "the 
jury had liwn seen red. At the noon re- 
cess yesterday the jndj;« stated that lie 
would now remand the dufeudant to the 
custody 01 the sheriff, and directed that 
hi.s counsel bt: given ample opportunity 
to see and confer with him, and that on 
Sundays and other dnys when the court 
was not in session "lit he permitted 
to take exercise under charge, of an oili- 
cer, that his health tni^lit not be im- 
paired. The ptlicers then assisted in the 
removal of his bag^agu from his hotel 
to the jail, ami a room was ECt apart for 
Ilia accommodation. 


Mrsi Heath, the mother of the defend- 


ant, came into court at the morning ses- 
sion, accompanied by her daughter, and 
remained during the day. Mrs. Mc- 
Whirter, mother of the dec-eased, and 
her son Oeonaf Me-Whirter, accompanied 
the widow and were in tourt the larger 
]iortion of the day. 


The attorneys were extremely courte- 


ous and 
cons id unite, and [.teamed on 


eaeli other in a way that u as soothing to 
tlie nerves, hut tlie cognoscenti recog- 
nized iliiitthis was hut the, velvet of tlie 
tiger's paw, concealing claws fur tlie oc- 
casion. 


The prosecution has not intimated 


what :iew evidence will he produced in 
the trial, and the defense is equally 
reticent. It ia evident that tin; evi- 
dence of witnesses examined in tlie for- 
mer trial will Iw nm tonally abridged, 
and thi! trial of the case would he 
shortened hut for continual reference 
and compariFOi. of testimony given now 
and that or the former trial. 


The counsel for the defense do not

Mr. Walser opened hy relating the 


events connected with the death of Ale- 
Winner on the morning of August 2\), 
1802, the undin<: of the clubs, pistols, 
masks, etc., and the actions of Heath 
the previous evening; his threat to do 
seme one up in Chinatown; his visit to 
the Monarch saloon at 1 o'clock with 
Policy and John Doe that morning, and 
his subsequent conflicting statements aa 
to his whereabouts. He was recognized 
near McWhirter's house going in that 
direction, and was seen going away after 
the shots were fired. 


He had made declarations that Mc- 


"Whirter had committed suicide, and 
afterwards tried to lay it to an innocent 
man in Fresno. The grounds of prose- 
cution are the same as those of the for- 
mer trial. 


E. A. Harley, draughtsman of the 


county surveyor's otlice, was sworn to 
explain the maps of the McWhirter 
house, the 
block, and 
map of ad- 


jacent parts of the city, to be used in 
the trial, which he did satisfactorily, 
after which the court instructed him as 
to his duties and directed him to accom- 
pany Jhe court, jury, defendant and at- 
torneys to the scene of the homicide, 
where he explained the premises as out- 
lined in the maps. 


Returning to i lie court room Dr. A. J. 


Pedlar was snorn, and testified that he 
was railed for hy some unknown person 
to go to McWhirter's house about :!.2() 
a.m., August 20,1S'J2, and found Me* 
Whirter shot, and dying. 
The ball 


struck about one inch to the ripht of the 
left nipple, going inward, downward 
and toward the median line, perforating 
the, lung and heart, and lodging in the 
muscles of the back. He cut the ball 
out and f-jund it to be a 41-caliher bul- 
let. 
The bullet was shown him and' 


identified. 


McWhirter lived about a quarter of 


an hour after he arrived. 
He named 


the persons there. The shot was neces- 
sarily fatal. 


On cross-examination he degerihed 


the undershirt and nightshirt worn by 
the deceased and the stains and powder 
marks on the night shirt in which the 
bullet hcle was seared or scorched and 
blackened. 


He did not hear Mrs. McWhirter say, 


"Why did you do this?" but beard her 
say, "Why'did they do this?" lie was 
examined with regard to wbut hia testi- 
mony had been on these points at other 
trials tit souie length, without eliciting 
anything new or different. The autopsy 
•was made about ten hours after death. 
The bullet hule was very small, due to 
the adipose tissue immediately beneath 
the skin, and was clean cut. The de- 
fendant was put in charge of the sheriff 
under special directions from the court 
and tlie noon recess was taken. 


AFTERNOON" SESSION. 


Mr?. Nina B. McWhirter testified that 


deceased was her husband and came to 
liis death from gunshot wounds August 
29,1S92, nt No. ISIS L street, in this 
city. 


She explained diagram of house and 


grounds and adjacent buildings. The 
family consisted of her husband, herself, 
their little son and Matie Nielson, a 
hired girl. The room occupied bv them 
on the night of the tragedy were located 
and the arrangements of the premises 
explained. 


Mr. HakerJind IV. P. Thompson had 


visited them late in the afternoon and 
about 7 o'clock Judge Tinnin and wife 
had called, leaving shortly 
before 9 


o'clock. McWhirter then went down 
town after some tomales ami returned 
shortly after 9 o'clock. They were unlit 
for food and he took them out and threw 
them into tlie alley, coming back imme- 
diately.

nightdress; saw her kusband lying on 
the ground near n jK>st at the rear of tlie 
yard. He was speechless. She called 
loudly for assistance, and was uaable to 
give a very intelligible account of what 
the eaid uink-r her her tfreat excitement. 
At this point her feelings overcame her, 
and the tears welled up to her eyes.

Mrs. Emma Honthwood, who resides 


to the north and adjoining the McWhir- 
ter residence, testified that she was 
awakened by a noise and sat up in bed, 
then came a Hash, a shot, another Hash 
and shot,'a terrible groan and several 
shots; she. could not tell how many.

On cross-examination she was inter- 


rogated at lemith on what she had testi- 
fied to on former trials. She denied 
that she had been interviewed by .Stil- 
well, as published in the Pan Francisco 
Kxaminer, and disclaimed what ap- 
peared therein aa coming from her. 


The evidence of Captain John R.

of the bar to thti uit-nwf? ratification and 
delight of UK- fastidious Mr. ,lohn?«n 
and prot-et-Jed to' nuiiiiiate a rud t*. to- 
bacco. 


Then the bi-ll in an iidjiMvnt i-lmrch 


set a merry tiiiiile, whicii \va? r.-rmtt-d 
at stated intervals until everyniii- in the 
court house heartily wished it was* hoi- 


>wed instead of Lent. 
Tlie attorneys were courteous and ili«- 


nilied to a decree that rellected credit

E. GotU-cbalk testified that ho resided 


at No. 1843 L street, almost opposite the 
McWhirter residence, at the lime of the 
tragedy, lie is a clerk for the Kutner- 
(ioldslein Company and familiar with 
drv goods in general. 


Oil the morning of August 2D, 1S92, 


he was awakened from a do/.ingslunihcr 
by a number of pistol shots, followed by 
screaming. Heard six or seven shots. 
He dressed quickly nnd went over to 
McWhirter's and found McWhirter ly- 
ing on the lounge uroaning. Several 
people were there. Oilicerd \Velsh and 
Uubcock came afterwards. 


llu went out into the yard when it 


was searched by the oUicers. Haw them 
nick up a pistol, two osit-e orange clubs 
and a ma?k. The mask was identified 
by him utter he had dc«criljnl it. 


On the south bide of tlie house at the 


am:lf: formed by the bay window of Mc- 
Wiiivter's bed room he and Colonel S. £. 
Wri»ht found two 3nia!l hOM'3, cue of 
them about the bixe of a soap box, with 
fool prints in the soil of thu (lower bed 
about the proper distance for one to 
step ou this to peep in at the window. 
The mask was maile- imin a poriiou of a 
blue and white striped knit cotton un- 
dershirt, anrl had'a manufacturer's size 
mark "3" on it. The mask was inspected 
by the jury. 


On <;ro?s-exainination he stated that 


he was not positive whether there were 
six or seven shots, as he was dosing. 
The hoses were found about an hour 
after the shooting, and he located their 
pobilion on the map. 


civil engineer, and at the time of the 
tragedy was residing in the house of A. 
M. Clark, across (lie alley from the Mc- 
Whirter premises. 
One window of his 


bedroom opened on the west side nest 
the alley. The windows were open. He 
was awakened by six or seven shots 
fired in rapid succession, in groups, sgp. 
arated by a very short space of time. A 
shot waked him, then there was an- 
other; a Blight pause, then two shots, a 
slight pausu and then two more, as near 
as he could recollect. These were fol- 
lowed by screams. He had stepped out 
in his night clothes, and upon hearing 
the screams dressed quickly and ran 
over, going through a gate near the 
tank house into the alley. Bob Kadcr 
and Dr. Cooper came through the Olark 
premises and went along with him. 


When he got there A. M. Clark, Mr. 


Davidson and Charles Packard were al- 
ready there. 
Had diU'iculty in finding 


the fastening to MeWhirter's alley gate, 
but the pate swung readily on its hinges. 
There were two I wards off the McWhir- 
ter fence near the water closet, nnd 
Kadcr and Cooper entered through this 
opening. When he got there the de- 
ceased had been carried into the house. 


Officers Welch and Uabcock arrived 


and with a lamp searched the premises. 
"\Vitne=s went with them. They found 
McWiiirter's pistol lying near the mid- 
dle of thu yard, about twenty feet west- 
erly from the clothesline- post. Shortly 
afterward "Dfcidshol" Ward picked up 
the other pistol, marked with a triangle 
on one side and the letter "H" on ihe 
other side of the breech, lying near the 
alley fence about live feet from the 
closet door, and between it and a gnm 
tree that stands about eight feet from 
the closet. They also found two clubs 
and a mask. The witness identified the 
pistols and stated that one of the officers 
took charce of them. He did not see 
the mask at that time. He identified 
the clubs. 


On cross-exam ination be stated the 


difficulty in finding the latch to the Mc- 
Whirter gate caused the delay in open- 
inn it. One of the clubs had a piece, of 
clothes line fastened around it about 
four inches from the end and held in 
place by a tack. It was off now and he 
could not identify the rope. A short 
piece of clothes Hue was shown him and 
he, stated that it was similar to what he 
saw at that time. 


He knew Tom Rhodes; he was Mr. 


Clark'a gardner and slept in nn out- 
house on the alley adjoining the Mc- 
Whirter premises. 
McWhirter's pistol 


was about thirty feet from the alley 
fence and in the direction of the house: 
cannot Fay positively how many shots 
were fired. His evidence at the coro- 
ner's inquest was read to him, wherein 
ho stated there were six shots and he 
said that was the best of hia recollection. 
He stated the condition of the mask 
when he first saw it; one end of the 
string was looae, but he did not recollect 
whether there were any knota in it or 
not. 


Mrs: Emma South wood: recalled, tes- 


tified that the scuttling noiee which she 
heard on the ground wag of the running 
away of feet. This occurred after the 
shots were fired. The peach tree at her 
window was an old one; the- Hmba had 
broken under a burden of fruit, and 
some of the limbs had been cut off in 
1892 and tne foliage was sparse. 


On cross-examination, she stated that 


McWhirter had been her attorney in 
settling her husband's estate, and had 
not charged her anythirg for his serv- 
ices. The relations of the families were 
amicable. She heard the deep groan 
after the second shot,and the shullling of 
the feet after all the shots; the c roan 
sounded like he was calling Jor'lielp, 
ending in a deep groan. 


Mrs. N. B. McWhirter was called for

not been at the house prior to her hus- 
band's death. He called that morning 
and offered his services as a pal! bearer.

Whirter screaming "God have mercy. 
Murder. Help" etc. She did not rec- 
ollect the exact expressions used. She 
dressed quickly and went over, arriving 
just as they were carrying the body into 
the house.

It was a very dark night. No public 


neetingjit the time tbat he knew of.

The fact that other 
witnesses teatiiied that Heath, at tlie 
tour stated tbat this occurred, waa at 
the Curtis ranch near Sanger{ would 
not lead him to think he ~as mistaken. 
He denied that after other witnesses 
md so testified at the former trial, be 
iad cone to Deuprey of defendant's 
lounsel, or to M. 51. Parsons or Robert 
L'errin, and said tbat lie was mistaken 
and that the man he talked to differed 
in height from Heatb, ana asked to be 
put oil the stand to correct his testi- 
mony and tlie permission had been re- 
fused him, or that lie bad heard that the 
defense contemplated having him ar- 
rested for perjury. Tbat threat would 
have had no effect on him. He had 
asfted Deuprey to be placed face to face 
with Heath to satisfy his own mind as 
to a doubt that bad arisen, from the fact 
that when he met Heath at hia oliice on 
the ni»lit of tlie ratification meeting 
Heath seemed shorter than on the night 
he shoved the pistol in his face. He had 
afterwards found that be was standing 
in tbe door of his otlice at their first, 
meeting, which was raised from the 
sidewalk, while Heath was on the, walk, 
which dispelled his doubt. 


Mr. Walser produced witness' testi- 


mony before the grand jury and object- 
ed to its use. Mr. Johnson asked the 
court to hear argument on its admissa- 
bility. The judtre'declined, stating that 
the injunction of secrecy only applied 
to grand jurors with regard to what was 
testified before them, und read section 
920 of the Penal Code as applicable to 
he case. The court in substance held 
tbat tbe injunction of secrecy did not 
bind grand jurors or evidence when 
offered to show the witness1 evidence 
was different.

Witness knows J. W. Crow: had 


talked with him about this matter about 
tho time the former jury disagreed ; had 
not talked with him recently; knew 
what he would testify to; J.T. Shanl 
had told him; could not tell the size ol 
the pistol Heath had; did not think he 
would !>e a dead man if he did not do a 
Heath demanded ami taki back what 
he said; thought Heath was a coward 
and would not shoot; saya he did not 
testify to the grand jury that he anticr 
pated harm from Heatb.

jjin of the bullet holes was not rfinyed 
nor were there powder marks on the 
doth which he stated would indicate 
that the shot was tired not closer thau 
eight to twelve feet, depending on the 
size of the grains of powder in the. car- 
tridge. 


On cross-examination he stated ,that 


<i was also u doctor and that hi; had 


acted as analytical chemist in behalf of 
Mrs. McWhirter in her recent suit in 
tlie United States court against tbe Life 
Insurance Company,and that his regular 
fee was $2f> per day for the time he was 
fatal tied in court. 


If the muzzle of the pistol had been 


:ired with the muzzle placed ai-iiiiist the 
cloth and Itody it would have kicked 
back, burninL' the hand and probablv 
killing the 
holder. The douior bad 


never tried the experiment, but pro- 
luced a valise full of authorities to back 
up the assertion. lie stated tbat by ex- 
periments made in his presence fifteen 


;rs a«o by Oetective Jehu in San 


francisco on a gunny sack tbat ignition 
occurred at all distances up to twelve 
feet in that instance. 


If cloth had been placed on llesh, 


such as a picked chicken's breast and 
the muzzle placed close thereto, tlie re- 
sult ol tlie L'vplosion would be a rup- 
ture in tbe cloth, besides powder stains. 
He was shown some pieces of cloth with 
bullet boles in them and discolorations 
and stated that be could give no scientific 
ipinion owing to the small area of cloth, 
>te. He did not know whether hot 
lilood would dissolve powder. 
Ho gave 


the temperature of tbe blood in a healthy 
immnn as running from 90 to 93 degrees 
Fahrenheit— sometimes running up as 
high as 104 degrees—was pretty sure 
that ordinarily it was !!0 to 90 degrees. 
l*loud would not dissolve powder stains; 
the elements of the powder would still 
remain. At a distance, of twelve feet a 
pistol ball would make a clean cut bole; 
no rupture, and possibly there would be 
some powder stain and ignition. 
In the 


nieces of cloth shown by the defense the 
doles could not have been made at six 
inches; probably three or four feet 
away; over ti foot anyway. 


Joseph K. Baker, newspaper man, of 


San Francisco testified tliat be was a 
close personal friend of McWJiirter and 
family, and as such was interested in 
the ptexecution. He was acquainted 
with tbe premises, having lived there 
seven or eight weeks prior to the trag- 
edy. 
He had visited MeWhirtcr early 


.Sunday afternoon, leaving between n 
and (i o'clock. Just prior to leaving be 
went into tbe back yard to the closet. 
Tlie boards on tbe alley fence bad not 
been removed at tbat time. 


He was notified of the murder soon 


after it occurred, and was on the scene 
within an hnur; there were four or live 
persons in the yard at tbat time. He 
examined tbe ground where the clubs 
and pistol had been found before 4 
o'clock; saw marks tbat looked like feet 
hat! been dragged in the soft sand. He 
was called away at tlie time and made 
no further investigation; did not know 
bow many people had ln!Rn in the back 
yard before he made this examination. 
He corroborated the testimony of Crit- 
tcndcn Thornton with regard to finding 
tbe sixth bullet in tbe chicken yard 
Fence some ten days later. 


AI-TKHXOOX SESSION. 


On croas examination Mr. Baker stated 


that tho pistols and clubs had been 
found before he arrived and McWhirter 
had been carried into the house. He 
waa shown tho spot where one of the 
pistols was found near the opening of 
tbe fence. About nine or ten days after- 
want the bullet wtis found inthecbiukeu 
yard fence. It was freshly shot into the 
fence, tlie scar was new, looked to be 
three or four days old. 
In answer to 


the question, "Did you not state un the 
street iht: mornintr of the murder that 
Heath bad killed McWhirter?" he.stated 
that he bad not, on the contrary he had 
stated that Heath did not kill him. 


John T. Johnson was recalled for cross 


examination and stated that it wasalmut. 
12.45 o'clock Moudsiy morning when he 
heard Heath order the gas put out in 
Henry's livery stable. He went straight 
home after hearing Heath's voice. Knew 
Bart T. Alford. Did uot tell him the 
nest morning that be;passed Alford's 
house abou11'2.30 ».m. and saw a man 
run out of his bain. Alford was not tbe 
first to tell him of the murder. Hud 
beard it at his mother's house;; himself 
or'some one there was reading it in the 
paper. 


"About the murder?" 
"Yes, 9ir.:' 
"Don't you know it was Monday, and 


there was no paper that morning?" 


•'Don't know; waa in the habit of 


reading the paper?." 


James Kerwin, a new witness, pro- 


duced, testified that he was working in 
Henry's livery stable nt that time, and 
slept in the harness room. Heatb came 
in with a four-mule team and load of 
hay about 2 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 
Paw him again about S or K.30, and just 
before 10 o'clock, 
lie came to inquire 


for Henry, who lived near thu K-streot 
school house; wanted witness to hitch 
up i rig to go out to see Henry. He 
declined to do so. About S to 8.30 nest 
morning lie heard him talking with 
frinion Henry. He said to Henry that 
any one who said he had anything to do 
with McWhirter's murder was a liar; 
did not apply other epithets. 


On cross-examination be insisted that 


Heath drove in four uiulea and that 
there were no horses in the outfit. He 
waa askin» for John Henry, who was to 
go out with him to work on the vine- 
yard. John Henrv went out with that 
team about 1 o'clock Monday. Closed 
tlie stable Sunday night a little before 
10 o'clock and opened it the next morn- 
ing at 5 o'clock. 
Saw nothing of Heath 


around there that night; 
heard no 


racket nor anyone order tlie pas put out. 
The boys of tbe stable sometimes come 
in at night. 


In the cross-fire that followed he 


stated that he had been subpenaed by 
both sides, and called by neither. 


George W. Fuller testified that he re- 


sides lour ami a half miles west of the 
city; did not know McWhirter. Has 
known Heath about five years: wa.° 
foreman of the coroner's jury on tho 
McWhirter inquest, which tiled its ver- 
dict H.optcmlier 12, 1808. Met Heath 
thereafter at tbe Grand Central. After 
some conversation Heath said ''That 
was a 
of a verdict you fellows 


brought in." 
I told him I did not think 


so. He then said "The son of a- 
killed himself." 


There

continued throughout the night, in the 
course of •which Heath aaid that that 
jury would beg for bread on tho streets 
of Fresno. He alluded to J. K. Baker, 
and cursed him and mankind generally. 
Later in tho eveninir, after the first con- 
versation, be Raid "You know Polley 
of course." Witness said he did, and 
Heath asked: "Do you think he would

Oncro^-exaimnati.ui he stated that

nurse ul the conver.-ation Hi-alb said 
lie had been accu.-'cd of the murder, but 
that he did not doit. He paid linker 
killed MrWhirter, and witness tried to 


>-ue him out of that notion. 
Heath's remark was the tirst time 


wi'noss heard his name connected with 
tl.e murder. Heath said at one time 
that 
McWJurter committed suicide; 


that he had been accused of killing 


him; then that Baker had killed him; 
that McWhirter had been a power in 
politics; was a smart man, though lots 
of them did not think EO; then said that 
he luul been killed by John McMuIlin, 
Job n MrClure, Newman Jones, Senator 
(JoiiL'ber, W. li.
